The Jews of the United States are 
raising fourteen million dollars to con­ 
tinue their noble work of relief in 
those 
portions 
of 
Eastern 
Europe 
where there are masses of Jewish su f­ 
ferers from war, pogroms and famine. 
For seven years this work has gone 
on, hut, as everyone knows, the condi­ 
tions are now worse than ever, and 
the need for relief greater than eve r. 
But in administering this relief Un- 
American 
Jewish 
officials 
on 
the 
ground have made no discrimination 
between Jewish and non-Jewisli. Thus 
it happens that more than thirty per 
cent of their expenditures have gone 
to the relief of Gentile sufferers. 
This fact makes highly appropriate 
the invitation now extended by the 
Jewish relief committee for contribu­ 
tions from non-Jewisli sources.
